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REPORT  OP  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  AND  SURVEYOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR,  1972. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hovden 
Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  the  report  on  the  work  of  the  Department  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1972. 

There  was  one  staff  change  during  the  year,  Mr.  H.  Harrison  leaving  this 
Authority  in  September,  1972,  and  Mr.  T.  H.  Robinson  taking  up  duties  with  the 
Council  in  December,  1972. 

During  the  year  the  full  impact  of  the  increased  grants  was  felt  by  the 
Deportment,  the  number  of  grant  enquiries  and  subsequent  grant  applications  being 
higher  than  in  any  previous  year  since  grants  were  introduced.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  this  is  a very  satisfying  area  of  the  Departments  duties  and  one  has  only 
to  look  round  the  District  to  see  the  marked  affect  the  improvement  of  sub  standard 
houses  has  had  on  the  general  appearance  of  many  areas.  It  is  disappointing  to  me, 
however,  that  we  have  not  had  the  same  success  in  Howden  as  we  have  enjoyed  in  the 
surrounding  villages . Back  lane  at  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor  is  a particular  area. 
which  has  been  greatly  improved  in  appearance  through  houses  being  improved  with 
grants  and  i can  think  of  several  areas  in  Howd en  where  the  same  success  would  have  a 
narked  effect,  although  it  is  fair  to  3ay  that  the  Market  Place  is  now  showing  signs 
of  improvement. 

1972  saw  schemes  being  prepared  and  dispatched  to  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  for  the  improvement  of  pre  war  and  immediate  post  war  Council  houses 
together  with  all  the  Airey  type  houses  making  a total  of  over  400  dwellings  and  it 
is  hoped  that  work  will  be  well  underway  early  in  1973. 

Routine  inspection  of  Pood  premises  were  carried  out  and  I an  pleased  to  report 
that  the  general  standards  of  the  good  premises  within  the  area  are  good. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  and  the  other  Chief 
Officers  for  once  again  giving  me  their  valued  support  and  assistance  during  the 

year. 

I v/ould  also  thank  the  Staff  of  n y Department  for  the  efficient,  courteous 
and  pleasant  way  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties.

During  the  year  work  was  conpleted  in  the  following  parishes  on  the  erection 
of  the  undementioned  dwellings  - 

North  Cave  12-3  bedroomed  houses. 

10-1  bedrooned  bungalows. 

Broomfleet  4-3  bedrooned  houses. 

St.  John  Street  Site,  Howden  and  Main  Street,  Blaclctoft. 

During  the  year  meetings  were  held  with  the  Department  of  the  Environment , 
the  Council's  Housing  Consultants,  the  East  Riding  County  Council  Planning 
Department  and  also  with  Officials  and  Members  of  the  Council.  The  details  of 
both  schemes  were  finalised  and  a start  on  the  development  of  both  sites  was 
expected  early  in  1973.  \ 

At  the  31st  December,  1972,  the  number  of  post  war  dwellings  completed  was 
835  giving  with  180  pre  war  dwellings,  a total  of  1015  dwellings  owned  by  the 
Council  within  the  District. 

During  the  year  commencement  on  the  formulation  of  plans  for  the  improvement 
and  revitalisation  of  all  the  pre  war  houses  together  with  the  immediate  post  war 
houses  and  the  Airey  type  houses  was  made. 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  Council  houses  in  respect  of  routine  maintenance  and 
repair  to  exercise  control  over  the  amount  of  money  e:qpended  and  the  quality  of  the 
workmanship.  Orders  for  repairs  were  issued  in  1488  cases  which  gives  some  indication 
of  the  volume  of  work  involved  v/ith  Council  house  maintenance. 

Private  enterprise 

During  the  year  117  dwellings  were  completed  by  pro.  /ate  enterprise  and  at  the 
sad  of  the  year  a further  193  dwellings  were  in  the  course  of  erection.

During  1971  there  were  78  new  dwellings  completed.  It  is  encouraging  to  note, 
therefore,  that  there  is  an  increase  of  29  for  the  current  year  which  is  approximately 
37 % k 
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Slum  Clearance 


During  the  year  8 houses  were  closed  by  formal  and  informal  action  under  the 
Housing  Act,.  1957,  and  as  a result  of  these  and  previous  orders,  4 houses  were 
demolished. 

Building  Regulations,  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act. 

A total  of  598  applications  were  received  during  the  year  and  they  are  classified 
as  follows:-

The  total  number  of  applications  dealt  with  during  the  past  year  was  212  higher 
than  the  previous  year. 

Discretionary  grants 

94  applications  for  discretionary  grants  were  received  during  the  ye.%  compared  with 
41  in  1971  and  21  in  1970.  The  large  increase  in  t">e  number  of  applications  was  in 
my  opinion  entirely  due  to  the  introduction  of  the  75$  grant  with  the  new  maximum  of 
£1500. 

In  every  instance  of  a Discretionary  grant  application,  a detailed  inspection 
and  surv^r  was  carried  out  and  a detailed  schedule  of  works  was  prepared  and  sent  to 
the  applicant.  This  procedure  sometimes  involves  the  Department  in  abortive  work  due  to 
applications  not  being  forthcoming  after  the  prospective  applicant  has  received  the 
schedule  of  works.  It  does,  however,  ensure  that  both  the  Council  and  the  applicant 
are  fully  aware  of  their  commitments  before  any  preparations  are  made. 

During  the  y or  work  was  completed  on  47  houses  for  which  a Discretionary  grant  had  been 
previously  approved.  A total  of  £42,149*77  was  paid  out  by  the  Council  as  a result  of 
the  completions  compared  with  £10,082.04  in  the  proceeding  year. 

Standard  Grants 

Diming  the  year  38  applications  for  a Standard  grant  were  received. 

During  1972  work  was  completed  on  29  houses,  all  the  houses  were  improved  to  the 
full  five  point  standard  as  required  under  the  Housing  Act,  1969.  The  total  amount 
of  money  paid  out  by  the  Council  was  £8703*06  and  the  following  amenities  were 
provided, with  comparative  information  for  1968,1969,1970  and  1971*

As  a result  of  the  above  two  schemes,  933  private  houses  have  been  improved, 

I think  it  is  very  worthy  of  comment  that  this  total  has  been  achieved  within 
the  Howden  Rural  District  Council's  area.  This  work  has  undoubtedly  proved  very 
satisfying  both  to  the  general  public  and  the  staff.  It  is  a very  commendable 
achievement  when  one  consider8  the  number  of  people  who  are  now  enjoying  the 
facilities  provided  with  grant  aid  and  gives  an  indication  of  the  progressive 
thinking  of  the  Council. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Once  again  I must  report  that  very  little  progress  was  made  during  the  year  on 
the  sewerage  schemes  for  the  following  Parishes  - 

Asselby  V/ressle 

Barmby  on  the  Marsh  Breighton 

Knedlington  Ellerton  and  Aughton . 

Whilst  work  did  not  commence  on  the  Broomfleet  scheme  during  the  year  the 
stage  was  finally  set  for  an  early  start  in  1973. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  with  the  exception  of  the  Gilberdyke  area,  the 
sewerage  schemes  serving  the  following  villages  presented  no  problems  throughout 
the  year. 

Howden 
North  Cave 
Hotham 
Gilberdyke 
Newport 
Bubwith 

The  Council's  Consultant  Engineers  prepared  a report  in  D969  stating  that  at  the 
present  rate  of  expansion  the  Gilberdyke  sewerage  system  would  be  overloaded  within 
7 years.  The  rate  of  private  development  has  stepped  up  considerably  and  as  a 
direct  consequence  the  spare  capacity  of  the  sewer  ge  scheme  has  been  reduced.  The 
situation  is  being  kept  under  very  close  scrutiny  and  a fresh  report  will  be  prepared 
talcing  into  account  the  increased  expansion  of  the  village.  There  is  however  a local 
problem  at  the  Chapel  Garth  Divertor  station,  which  is  rapidly  becoming  overloaded  due 
to  the  fact  that  a great  deal  of  the  new  development  is  served  by  the  station  and  I 
feel  sure  that  improvement  works  will  be  necessary  in  the  very  near  future.

The  number  of  pail  closets  which  were  made  obsolete  by  the  provision  of 
water  closets  during  the  yerr  was  33*  Most  of  the  conversions  were  grant  aided 
and  good  co-operation  with  the  public  was  enjoyed.  I am  pleased  to  report  that 
there  are  only  about  80  dwellings  throughout  the  Rural  District  which  have  these 
antiquated  and  obnoxious  facilities. 


Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  continued  to  be  collected  weekly  throughout  the  majority  of  the  area 
there  are  however,  one  or  two  small  areas  where  a fortnightly  service  is  provided. 

All  the  villages  in  the  area,  are  provided  with  a cleansing  service  and  only  a very 
few  isolated  properties  do  not  enjoy  a refuse  collection  service. 

Difficulties  continue  to  be  experienced  at  Gilberdyke,  which  Is  of  course  the 
fastest  growing  parish  within  the  Rural  District.  The  same  vehicle  and  the  same  number 
of  men  are  collecting  approximately  377  bins  more  than  in  1965,  saturation  point  is 
being  reached  both  on  nan  power  and  vehicle  capacity  and  it  may  be  necessary  to 
give  consideration  to  an  improved  system  of  refuse  collection  such  as  paper  sacks 
in  the  very  near  future.  The  position  has  been  aggravated  to  some  extent  by  the 
decision  to  rely  on  two  vehicles  only  for  refuse  collection.  Both  the  vehicles  are 
fully  committed  for  each  working  day  and  whilst  they  have  the  capacity  jso  hold  the 
refuse  collected  from  the  areas  to  which  they  are  routed  major  difficulties  occur  when 
either  of  the  vehicles  break  down  • 

Meat  and  Pood  Inspection 

During  the  year  100%  meat  inspection  was  maintained,  which  means  that  every 
animal  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  within  the  Rural  District  was  given  a 
detailed  inspection  for  disease.  Two  Butchers  slaughter  at  the  weekend  and  this 
involves  inspection  on  Saturday  or  Sunday. 

During  1972  the  charge  for  meat  inspection  services  rendered  £311.60p 


Licenses  were  issued  in  respect  of  10  slaughterhouses,  1 Knackers  yard  and 
26  slaughtermen.
